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The Bureau announces the release of the “Survey of Production 
in Canada, 1938”. This is a summary of the gross and net value of 
production in the nine leading industrial groups and presents a com- 
plete analysis by industry and by province. The net contribution to 
the national economy of each industry is measured against the general 
economic background and embellished by text, charts, tables and 
explanation of method. 
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BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN JUNE 

The expansion in busiress operations was the chief feature of economic 
conditions during Jure. Available information indicates that productive opera- 
tions were generally accelerated. Speculative prices, on the other hand, 
receded during the m orth and prices of wholesale commodities, common stocks 
and hi. h-grade bonds reached lower levels. Recession was shown in bank deposits 
at the beginning of the morth. 

Business operations recorded a gain in June over the preceding month, 
according to the index of the physical volume of business. Mining, forestry 
and construction were much more active, in the month under review. 

A majority of the factors indicating the trend of mineral production showed 
advarces in Jure after seasonal adjustmert. The base metal mining registered 
acceleration. The receipts of ¢ old at the Mint were 422,257 fine ounces azainst 
401,431. A corsiderable increase was shown in silver shipments. Recessions 
were shown in the exports of askestos and in the output of coal. 

The manufacture of sugar was 107-5 million pounds against 93-9 million in 
the preceding moith. The increase in the ov tput of factory cheese was less than 
rormal for the seacor, while production of creamery butter at 40-9 million 
pounds compared with 27-2 million recorced an adjusted increase. The exports 
of carned salmon showed a gain over the low level of the preceding morth. 

The release of ci; arettes was 571-3 million acainst 808-3 million, while 
cigars Ceclired from 15-8 million to 13-1 million. The production of pneumatic 
casings was practically mairtaired in the latest mor th for which statistics are 
available. Boot and shoe production showed recession from the high level of 
the preceding rorth. Raw cotton consumption, indicating conditions in the 
cotton textile industry, receded from 17-8 million pounds to 15-4 million. 

Advances were gereral in the factors indicating the trend of forestry opera- 
tions, the index advancing from 142-5 to 160. The index of newsprint produc- 
tion rose atout 5 poirts to 198-5. Gains were recorded in the exports of woodpulp 
planks and boards, and shingles. Avtomobile production was 17,940 units 
against 21,277, the recession being less than rormal for the season. 

Construction cor tracts awarded showed further advance in June, the total 
having keen $39-1 million against $28-1 million. The index advanced from 77 
to 95. Building permits in 201 cities, on the other hand, showed a recession. 
The output of electric power recorded further advance to a new high point after 
the usual adjustmert. The railway traffic movemert was slightly greater than 
in the preceding morth, the total cars loaded having been 239,582 azainst 
236,969. The index after seacoral adjustment, however, receded two points to 
87-8. Bark debits at $2,682 million showed decline from the $3,340 million 
high total for May. 

Certain industries which ordinarily slow down at this time of year are now 
assured of full-time operations, and a number of new industrial plants will go 
into production. Cortrary, therefore, to the seasoral trend, industrial activity 
is ON an ascending scale and new peaks may be expected to be reached during 
the summer. Increased construction activity, with attendant demand for 
builders’ supplies, pairt, hardware and other materials, topped generally im- 
proved business conditions across Canada in recent weeks. 

Commercial failures in Canada during the first quarter of 1940 totalled 331 
compared with 371 in the same period of 1939. Defaulted liabilities totalled 
$3,535,992 compared with $3,592,118. According to Dun’s Statistical Review, 
failures in June numbered 91 against 83 one year ago, and in May had been 100 
as against 89 in the same month of 1939. 
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Agriculture 

Canadian spring wheat prospects declined 4 p.c. during June and were 10 
p.c. lower than on the same date of last year. Irregular conditions developed in 
several sections of the wheat areas of Saskatchewan, while only slight declines 
in the condition of Manitoba and Alberta crops were recorded during the month. 
Rainfall in the Prairie Provinces during June was about average in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan and one inch below average in Alberta. In Manitoba the 
precipitation and accompanying low temperatures were enough to maintain crop 
prospects at approximately their May 31 level, although the wheat crop experi- 
enced a small decline of two per cent. The Saskatchewan wheat crop condition 
as a whole declined by 5 p.c. during the month. Although Alberta precipitation 
was below normal during June, the more adequate subsoil reserves helped to 
maintain crop prospects which were very little altered during the month under 
review. The Dominion Government announced on July 21 a continuance of a 
70-cent guarantee per bushel for Ontario No. 1 winter wheat, basis Montreal. 

Cattle deliveries to stock yards and packing plants were heavier in June 
than in the same month last year but total marketings for the first half of the 
year are still short of 1939. Receipts at yards and plants for the first six months 
of this year were 449,560 compared with 455,161 in the same period last year. 
Hogs, however, continued in heavy volume, the run for June totalling 324,187 
as against 206,611 in June a year ago. Marketings for the first six months show 
an increase of 739,616 head, amounting to 2,323,432. The June cattle market 
was favourable from the seller’s point of view. The first two weeks saw a sharp 
advance in prices, the gain amounting to as much as 75 cents in some instances. 
Advances made during the month were such as to place cattle values anywhere 
from $1 to $2 higher than those prevailing in June last year. There was very 
little change in the hog market situation but any slight movement of the price 
level was of a firm nature. 

Industrial Activity 

The textile activity in Canadian mills during June showed a slight contrac- 
tion from the high consumption levels reached and which had been maintained 
since the beginning of the year, but the rate was still substantially above the 
same month of 1939. During June, Canadian mills opened 30,645 equivalent 
500-lb. gross bales, an increase of 44-3 p.c. over the 21,299 opened in June, 1939. 
The current amount was a reduction of 4,734 from the preceding month when 
activity was almost 90 p.c. heavier than in May last year. In the first six months 
of the year, consumption of 192,510 gross bales was an increase of almost 85 p.c. 
over the 104,250 reported for the first six months of 1939. 

Canadian newsprint shipments continued to increase in June to reach 
338,446 tons, the third highest monthly level in the history of the industry, 
only the final two months of 1937 having produced larger totals. The month’s 
shipments exceeded a year ago by 45-7 p.c. and represented 96-1 p.c. of capacity, 
against 87-9 p.c. in May and 64-1 p.c. a year ago. At 315,343 tons, equal to 
89-5 p.c. of capacity, Caradian production was down about 8,000 tons from May 
but exceeded a year ago by 31-1 p.c. As June’s shipments exceeded output by 
over 23,000 tons, mills’ stocks were reduced accordingly. For the six months, 
Canadian production at 1,641,987 tons exceeded the same period one year ago 
by over 300,000 tons, or 22-3 p.c., and ran approximately 11,000 tons in excess 
of shipments which for the period were up 24-8 p.c. Increases in certain cate- 
gories in the pulp and paper market, which have now become effective for the 
third quarter of the year, leave current prices in some of the more important 
lines as much as 60 p.c. above those prevailing prior to the outbreak of war. 
The widest increase is recorded in unbleached sulphite, the current price at 
$63.50-$65.00 being about 60 p.c. above the $40.00 level that prevailed at 
September 1, 1939. 

Refinery nominations for Turner Valley crude petroleum have reached 30,000 
barrels a day, which is a historical maximum. The field is presently producing 
in excess of 27,000 barrels a day. As a result of the increased demand by refin- 
erles, it is expected in some quarters that a new pro-ration schedule, increasing 
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the field allowable to 30,000 barrels per day will be issued shortly by the Con- 
servation Board. 

June’s further substantial expansion in domestic construction brought the 
six-month total to the sum of $125-4 million, 50-4 p.c. ahead of a year ago, and 
over 55 p.c. in excess of the first half of 1937. It was the best six months since 
the $162-9 millions reported for the first six months of 1931. Contributing very 
largely to this year’s expansion has been the large program of construction of 
all kinds undertaken as part of the Canadian war effort. 

The dollar volume of Canadian wholesale trading continued at a high level 
during May when sales were 20 p.c. above the same month last year. On the 
1930 base of 100, the index number stood at 127-0 for May compared with 
106-1 for the corresponding month of 1939. 

May retail sales were9 p.c. higher than April and 11 p.c. greater than May 1939. 


Prices 

Following a relatively sharp decline in May, the weekly wholesale index 
of 567 price series showed only a fractiona] drop to 81-6 during June. The 
index of retail prices, rents and costs of services remained at 86-0 for that month. 

Security prices during June were more responsive to war developments than 
to increasing industrial activity. The general index of 95 common stocks regis- 
tered a net decline of 3-6 p.c. to 69-9 during the month, and on June 26th the 
index of 68-5 established a new seven-year low point. 


Labour 

The action taken in the British House of Lords on July 10, giving Royal 
Assent to an amendment to the British North America Act cleared the way for 
the Dominion Government to proceed with its unemployment insurance legisla- 
tion. A draft unemployment insurance bill was prepared by a committee of the 
Labour Department. The amendment passed by the British Parliament trans- 
ferred the jurisdiction over unemployment insurance from the provinces to the 
Dominion. All the provinces agreed to the change and the action by West- 
minster was in compliance with a request sent in the form of an address from 
the Canadian Parliament. 

The number of strikes and lockouts in June was 14, involving 7,154 workers 
and resulting in a time loss of 38,937 man working days, as compared with 22 
disputes during May, involving 8,565 workers and causing 51,997 days’ time loss. 


Finance 

Dividend payments declared on stocks traded on the Montreal Stock 
Exchange and Curb Market totalled $19-3 million for the month of July, repre- 
senting an increase of 19 p.c. over the total of $16-3 million paid in the same 
month of last year. The total for seven months of the current year showed an 
increase of $475,620 over that of 1939. 

Total sales of new and ordinary life insurance in Canada and in Newfound- 
land for eighteen companies having 84 p.c. of the business in force were up over 
5§ p.c. for the first half of this year as compared with the same period of 1939. 
The total] sales for the six months amounted to $188-4 million, exclusive of group 
and wholesale insurance, etc. : 

A sale of $35 million Dominion of Canada treasury bills due October 1, 
next, was announced on July 2. The average discount price of accepted bills 
was 99-81955 and the average yield was 0-733 p.c. The last previous sale of 
bills two weeks before brought a price of 99-81642 to yield 0-7377 p.c. 

An expansion in the volume of transactions and a reduction in net sales 
were the principal changes in the international trade in securities in May. Total 
sales of $18-3 million were larger than in any month since September, 1939. 
Net sales of $2-3 million were somewhat lower than in the previous month. 
Most of the net inflow of capital arose from the net sale of U.S. securities, the 
contraction in net sales of Canadian securities being in part due to net re-purchases 
from the United Kingdom of $500,000.

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STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


L’expansion des opérations commerciales est la principale caractéristique de la situation 
économique en juin. L’information disponible révéle que les opérations productives s’accélérent 
un peu. D’autre part, dans le domaine de la spéculation les cours touchent de plus bas 
niveaux pendant le mois. Les prix de gros, les actions ordinaires et les obligations de tout repos 
baissent. II y a régression des dépéts bancaires au début du mois. 

En juin les opérations commerciales font un gain marqué sur celles du mois précédent, 
d’aprés le calcul préliminaire de l’indice du volume physique des affaires. Les mines, |’industrie 
forestiére et la construction sont beaucoup plus actives le mois sous revue. 

La majorité des facteurs tracant l’orientation de la production minérale font voir des avances 
en juin aprés ajustement saisonnier. Les mines de métaux communs sont plus actives. Les 
arrivages d’or A la Monnaie s’élévent & 422,257 onces fines contre 401,431. Il y a une augmenta- 
tion considérable des expéditions d'argent. Les exportations d’amiante et la production de 
charton accusent des diminutions. 

La production de sucre est de 107,500,000 livres comparativement & 93,900,000 le mois pré- 
cédent. L’augmentation de la production de fromage de fabrique est moins que normale pour la 
saison; la production de beurre de crémerie, 40,900,000 livres contre 27,200,000, augmente aprés 
ajustement. Les exportations de saumon en boite montrent un gain en regard du bas niveau du 
mois précédent. 

Les dédouanements de cigarettes se placent A 571,300,000 comparativement 4 808,300,000, 
tandis que les dédouanements de cigares déclinent de 15,800,000 a 13,100,000. La production 
d’enveloppes de pneumatiques se maintient 4 peu prés le dernier mois de statistiques connues. 
La production de chaussures rétrograde du haut niveau du mois précédent. La consommation 
de coton brut, indiquant la situation des cotons, recule de 17,800,000 livres & 15,400,000. 

Les avances sont générales pour les facteurs tracant la marche des opérations forestiéres, 
l'indice passant de 142-5 A 160. L’indice de la production de papier 4 journal monte d’environ 
cing points 4 198-5. On reléve des gains dans les exportations de pulpe de bois, de madriers et 
planches et de bardeaux. La production d’automobiles s’établit & 17,930 unités, 4 rapprocher de 
21,277, et la régression est moins que normale pour la saison. 

Les contrats de construction font voir une autre avance en juin, le total étant de $39,100,000 
contre $28,100,000. L’indice avance de 77 4 95. D’autre part, les permis de batir en 201 cités 
sont moins nombreux. La production d’énergie électrique augmente encore et atteint une nou- 
velle cime aprés l’ajustement habituel. Le trafic-marchandises des chemins de fer est légérerent 
plus considérable que celui du mois précédent, les chargements étant de 239,582 wagons contre 
236,969. Toutefois, aprés ajustement saisonnier, l’indice perd deux points 4 87-8. Les débits 
baneaires, 4 $2,682,000,000, déclinent en regard des $3,340,000,000 en mai. 

Certaines industries qui ralentissent ordinairement leurs opérations A ce temps de l’année 
sont maintenant assurées de travailler 4 pleines journées et un certain nombre d’usines indus- 
trielles commenceront & produire. Ainsi, contrairement A la tendance saisonniére, |'activité 
industrielle s’accélére et l’on peut s’attendre que de nouvelles cimes soient atteintes durant |’été. 
L’activité accrue dans Je bAtiment, accomragnée de la demande de matériaux de construction, 
peinture, quincaillerie et autres, couronne |’arrélioration générale de la situation commerciale 
dans tout le Canada ces derniéres semaines. 

Les faillites commerciales au Canada le premier trimestre de 1940 se chiffrent A 331 contre 
371 la méme période de 1939. Le passif est de $3,535,992 comparativement A $3,592,118. D’aprés 
Dun’s Statistical Review, les faillites de juin se chiffrent & 91 en regard de 83 I’an dernier. 

Les perspectives du blé de printemps au Canada déclinent de 4 p.c. en juin et sont de 10 p.c. 
plus faibles qu’A la méme date l’an dernier. Des conditions irréguliéres se développent en plu- 
sieurs parties des régions 4 blé de la Saskatchewan, tandis que la situation des cultures du Mani- 
toba et de l’Alberta n’accuse que de légers déclins pendant le mois. La hauteur pluviométrique 
en juin atteint 4 peu prés la moyenne au Manitoba et en Saskatchewan, mais en Alberta elle 
est d’un pouce au-dessous de la moyenne. Au Manitoba la précipitation et les basses tempéra- 
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tures qui l’accompagnent sont suffisantes pour maintenir les perspectives des cultures approxi- 
mativement a leur niveau du 31 mai, bien que le blé subisse un faible déclin de 2 p.c. En Saskat- 
chewan le blé, dans l'ensemble, déeline de 5 p.c. durant le mois. Bien qu’en juin la précipitation 
soit inférieure & la normale en Alberta, les réserves plus adéquates du sous-sol aident 4 maintenir 
les perspectives de la récolte qui ont trés peu changé le mois sous revue. Le Gouvernement fédéral 
a annoncé le 21 juillet qu’il continuait sa garantie de 70 cents le boisseau pour le blé d’hiver n° 1 
Ontario, livré & Montréal. 

En juin les livraisons de bétes A cornes aux enclos et aux salaisons sont plus considérables 
que le méme mois |’an dernier, mais les arrivages du premier semestre de l’année sont encore 
inférieurs & ceux de 1939. Les arrivages aux enclos et aux salaisons durant le premier semestre 
cette année se placent 4 449,560, A rapprocher de 455,161 la méme période I’an dernier. Cepen- 
dant, le volume des arrivages de porcs continue d’étre considérable, étant de 324,187 en juin 
contre 206,611 en juin l’an dernier. Les arrivages du premier semestre augmentent de 739,616 
tétes et s’établissent A 2,323,432. Le marché des bétes A cornes en juin est favorable au point 
de vue du vendeur. Les prix montent brusquement les deux premiéres semaines et les gains 
atteignent 75 cents en quelques cas. Les avances du mois sont si fortes que les bétes & cornes 
valent de $1 A $2 de plus qu’en juin l’an dernier. Il y a trés peu de changements dans le marché 
du pore, mais tout léger mouvement des prix est ferme. 

L’activité des textiles canadiens en juin ralentit faiblement en regard de la forte consomma- 
tion du début de l’année qui s’est maintenue depuis, mais le niveau est encore bien supérieur 4 
celui du méme mois de 1939. En juin les filatures canadiennes ouvrent l’équivalent de 30,645 
ballots bruts de 500 livres, augmentation de 44-3 p.c. sur les 21,299 déballés en juin 1939. Le 
volume courant montre une diminution de 4,734 en regard du mois précédent, alors que l’activité 
était presque 90 p.c. plus grande qu’en mai l’an dernier. Les six premiers mois de |’année la 
consommation de 192,510 ballots bruts fait voir une augmentation de prés de 85 p.c. sur les 104,250 
du premier semestre de 1939. 

Les expéditions de papier 4 journal canadien continuent d’augmenter en juin et atteignent 
334,446 tonnes, le troisiéme plus haut niveau mensuel dans Vhistoire de l'industrie, la production 
étant plus forte seulement les deux derniers mois de 1937. Les expéditions du mois surpassent 
celles de l’an dernier par 45-7 p.c. et représentent 96-1 p.c. de la capacité comparativement 4 
87-9 p.c. en mai et 64-1 p.c. l’an dernier. La production canadienne (4 315,343 tonnes), égale 
& 89-5 p.c. de la capacité, diminue d’environ 8,000 tonnes en regard de celle de mai, mais elle 
excéde de 31-1 p.c. celle de l’an dernier. Comme les expéditions de juin surpassent la production 
de plus de 23,000 tonnes, les stocks des moulins sont réduits en conséquence. La production 
canadienne durant le semestre (1,641,987 tonnes) excéde celle de la méme période I’an dernier 
par plus de 300,000 tonnes ou 22-3 p.c. et surpasse d’A peu prés 11,000 tonnes les expéditions, qui 
augmentent de 24-8 p.c. pendant la période. La hausse de certaines catégories de pulpe et papier, 
maintenant en vigueur pour le troisidme trimestre de l’année, place le prix courant de quelques- 
unes des plus importantes espéces 4 60 p.c. au-dessus de ce qu’il était avant la guerre. La plus 
forte augmentation est celle de la pulpe au sulfite écrue, le prix courant de $63.50-$65.00 étant 
d’environ 60 p.c. supérieur au niveau de $40.00 le ler septembre 1939. 

Les commandes des raffineries pour le pétrole brut de la vallée Turner ont atteint 30,000 
barils par jour, ce qui est un maximum dans histoire. Le champ produit actuellement plus de 
27,000 barils par jour. Par suite de l’accroissement de la demande par les raffineries, on s’attend 
en certains milieux que le Bureau de Conservation publie bientét une nouvelle échelle de con- 
tingentement, augmentant 4 30,000 barils par jour la quantité allouée au champ. 

Une autre expansion importante de la construction au Canada en juin porte 4 $125,400,000 
le total du semestre, soit 50-4 p.c. de plus que l’an dernier et 55 p.c. de plus que la:premiére 
moitié de 1937. C’est le meilleur semestre depuis le niveau de $162,900,000 atteint les six premiers 
mois de 1931. Le vaste programme de construction de toutes sortes entrepris comme partie de 
l’effort de guerre canadien a contribué trés largement a |’expansion de cette année. 

Le volume en dollars du commerce de gros au Canada continue 4 se maintenir 4 un niveau 
élevé en mai, alors que les ventes excédent de 20 p.c. celles du méme mois l’an dernier. Sur la 
base 100 en 1930, le nombre-indice se place & 127-0 en mai comparativement A 106-1 le mois 
correspondant de 1939. 

En mai les ventes de détail surpassent celles d’avril de 9 p.c. et celles de mai 1939 de 11 p.c. 

Les mouvements de |’indice des prix de gros ont connu trois phases depuis le début des 
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hostilités. La premiére, s’étendant de septembre 4 mars, a débuté par une brusque avance qui 
s’est surtout limitée & septembre et au commencement d’octobre. D’autres gains graduels les 
quatre mois suivants ont eu pour résultat une augmentation nette de 14-7 p.c. la premiére se- 
maine de mars. Au cours des deux mois et demi suivants certains marchés de denrées ont enre- 
gistré divers déclins et la semaine terminée le 24 mai l’indice général des prix n ‘était que de 
12-2 p.c. au-dessus de celui d’aofit 1939. Le mois suivant les hausses du début ont été partielle- 
ment neutralisées vers la fin du mois et l’indice surpassait de 12-7 p.c. celui d’aofit 1939. La 
caractéristique la plus frappante de Ja hausse en |’automne de 1939 a été le petit nombre de 
denrées qui se sont approprié la majeure partie de l’avance. Les grains, les produits de la mou- 
ture, le sucre, le beurre, le fromage, les textiles, la pulpe et le papier A journal s’appropriaient 
plus de 70 p.c. de l'augmentation de l’indice général, bien qu’ils représentassent moins d’un tiers 
de la valeur des item. La réaction subséquente est principalement attribuable au brusque déclin 
des produits de la ferme canadienne: grains, produits de la mouture, peaux, beurre et fromage. 
La baisse de ces denrées a été assez violente pour l’emporter sur la hausse modérée et continue 
d'une grande variété d’autres denrées. A la suite d’un déclin relativement brusque en mai, 
l'indice hebdomadaire de 567 séries de prix de gros n’a fait voir qu’une baisse fractionnaire, 4 
81-6, en juin. L'indice des prix de détail, des loyers et du cot des services demeure 4 86-0 pour 
ce mois. 

En juin le cours des valeurs mobiliéres est plus sensible aux développements de guerre qu’A 
l'aceroissement de |’activité industrielle. L’indice général de 95 actions ordinaires accuse un 
déclin net de 3-6 p.c. et s’établit 4 69-9 pendant le mois; le 26 juin il se place 4 68-5, le plus bas 
niveau en sept ans. 


Grace A l’action prise 4 la Chambre des Lords le 10 juillet, donnant la sanction royale a 
une modification de l’Acte de l’Amérique Britanniaue du Nord, le Gouvernement fédéral a 
maintenant la voie libre pour procéder A sa législation en matiére d’assurance-chémage. Un 
projet de loi d’assurance-chémage a été préparé par un comité du Ministére du Travail. La 
modification adoptée par le Parlement impérial fait passer des provinces au Dominion la juri- 
diction sur l’assurance-ch6mage. Toutes les provinces ont consenti au changement et |’action 
prise par Westminster est conforme 4 la demande envoyée sous forme d’adresse par le Parlement 
canadien. 


En juin il y a 14 gréves et lock-outs, impliquant 7,154 ouvriers et résultant en une perte 
de 38,937 jours-homme, comparativement 4 22 conflits en mai qui ont affecté 8,565 ouvriers 
et causé une perte de 51,997 jours. 


Les paiements de dividendes sur les titres négociés 4 la Bourse et au Curb de Montréal se 
chiffrent 4 $19,300,000 en juillet, augmentation de 19 p.c. sur les $16,300,000 payés le méme 
mois l'an dernier. Le total des sept mois de l’année courante montre une augmentation de $475,620 
sur celui de 1939. 


Les ventes d’assurance-vie, nouvelle et ordinaire, au Canada et & Terre-Neuve par dix- 
huit compagnies ayant 84 p.c. des polices en vigueur augmentent de 5} p.c. le premier semestre 
de cette année comparativement & la méme période de 1939. Les ventes totales du semestre 
s’élévent & $188,400,000, a l’exclusion de l’assurance de groupe, etc. 


Le 2 juillet on a annoncé la vente de $35,000,000 de bons du Trésor du Dominion du Canada, 
échéant le ler octobre prochain. L’escompte moyen des bons acceptés est de 99-81955 et le 
rendement moyen, de 0-733 p.c. Deux semaines auparavant les bons s’étaient vendus 99 -81642, 
rapportant 0-7377 p.c. 


L’expansion du volume des transactions et la diminution des ventes nettes sont les princi- 
paux changements dans le commerce international en valeurs mobiliéres en mai. Les ventes 
totales de $18,300,000 sont plus considérables qu’en tout mois depuis septembre 1939. Les 
ventes nettes de $2,300,000 sont un peu plus faibles que celles du mois précédent. La majeure 
partie de la rentrée nette de capitaux provient de la vente nette de valeurs mobiliéres des Etats- 
Unis et la contraction des ventes nettes de valeurs mobiliéres canadiennes est partiellement due 
au rachat net de $500,000 de la part du Royaume-Uni.
